Birth of New Stars. 

’ In the earlier day9 of astronomy It J 
was qblte easy for a new star to be j 
born, and no one to know about It. J 
Very large and brilliant stars are, after 
all. few In number. Even counting In 
alt down to the sixth magnitude, the 
total would only work out to about .005 
per cent, of the visible universe that 
spreads itaelf before a photographic 
plate. The chance of a very conspicu¬ 
ous new star was therefore rather re¬ 
mote. New things are somewhat dif¬ 
ferent. Already the heavens have been 
pretty fully mapped, and the graat ob- 1 
servatorles keep their photographic 
plates going night after night. A mere 
glance shows if a new point of light 
has appeared on one of these. «nd If It 
)?as all the resources of science W 
brought to bear on the catastrophe that 
has happened millions of miles away, 
and (terhaps many years before. While 
the light remains strong enough the 
spectroscope enables us to tell actually 
what Is taking place—If we known how 
to Interpret Its results. 

The first new star ever examined In 
thtg way was Nova Corohae. which ap¬ 
peared in im. but spectroscopy was 
ihen In Its Infancy. This star had been 
known previously as one of about the 


_ _ Velorum appeared' la 

December, 1905. The strong helium line 
Is abssnt from Its spectrum, and It la 
now a star of about the tenth magni¬ 
tude. 

The above list has been written down 
almost at random. It has no preten¬ 
sion to be complete, but It will servo 
Its purpose if it drives home the fact 
that instead of being a unique occur¬ 
rence, the blrtl\ of a star Is really quite 
a normal event In stellar evolution. The 
only theory that can give any explana¬ 
tion of thf*e things Involves the Idea 
of stellar collision, which was first giv¬ 
en to the world hy Professor Bicker- 
ton la 1178.

CHEAP ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Great Advance ot the Metal ^Filament 


Lamp. 


Wonderful progress has been made re¬ 
cently in the manufacture of metal fila¬ 
ment electric lamps. Formerly lamps 
.suitable for the ordinary supply of elec¬ 
tricity. which is or a pressure usually of 
110 , 220 or 240 volts, could only be of high 
candle power, as low candle power lamps 
for these voltages could not be made suc¬ 
cessfully. Then came the use of trans¬ 
formers. by means of which the voltage 
could be roduced. Using a voltage of 3S 
or thereabouts, metal filament lamps of 
6 . R and »« candle power could be used, but 
with 110 or 220 volts it was necessary to 
employ lamps of about 60 or 100 candle 
power. 

Recent progress, however, has enabled 
electrical manufacturer* successfully to 
construct metal filament lamps of 110 
volts lf candl e power and 225 volta 12 ean- 
die DOW fr. to tbst"the transfo rmer jg net 
required except where atlll smaller lights 
are wanted.
